FINDINGS OF FACT AND CONCLUSIONS OF LAW

The Petitioners herein request a special hearing to approve the
construction and building of cannons in an accessory structure on the
subject property‘és a Home Occupation, as more particularly described in
Petitioner's Exhibits 1 through 9.

The Petitioners, by Harold Miller, property owner, and Paul and
Sue Miller, Harold Miller's son and daughter-in-law, appeared and testi-
fied. Alsc appearing on behalf of the Petition were the following: Dora
Megenhardt, George and Lisa Dietz, Mrs. Roger R. Roussell, Sr., and Mr. &
Mrs. Gary Wagner. There were no Protestants.

Testimony indicated that the subject property, known as 1316
Lafayette Avenue and zoned D.R. 5.5, is located on the corner of Lafayette
and Central Avenues. The property is currently improved with a one story
frame dwelling in the front and a one story frame building with a gravel
parking area in the rear. All of the Petitioners reside in the dwelling
on the subject property. Paul Miller testified that for approximately the
past seven years he has constructed cannons in the accessory building to
the rear of the property. He indicated that he makes an average of 12 to
1S cannons per year.
